SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1. — (1)  Water. 

No  new  source  of  supply  subsequent  to  the  placing  of  the  9in.  steel  main  across  the  Royal  Albert 
Bridge,  which  gives  an  abundant  supply.  Negotiations  are  in  progress  with  the  Admiralty  for  the 
supply  of  water  for  the  proposed  Naval  Establishment  at  Wearde  and  the  South-East  Cornwall  Water 
Board  has  been  approached  with  regard  to  a  supply,  from  their  boundary  near  Hatt,  by  meter  and 
through  a  4in.  main  to  be  laid  by  this  Authority,  to  be  used  in  case  of  emergency.  New  3in.  and 
4in.  mains  have  been  laid  in  connection  with  new  building  estates. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  the  Plymouth  supply  and  the  Adit  low-level  supply  and 
found  satisfactory. 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  new  main  sewers  have  been  laid,  but  the  following  sewers  and  drains  were  laid  on  estates 
and  in  connection  with  new  houses  :  1,348  feet  of  6in.,  and  1,760  feet  of  4in. 

The  Sewage  Works  at  Forder  and  Salt  Mill  continue  to  work  satisfactorily. 

2.  — Rivers  and  Streams. 

Some  crude  milk  wastes  were  being  discharged  into  the  River  Tamar,  but  this  was  promptly 
stopped  on  request. 

3. — (1)  All  houses  within  the  built-up  areas  have  water  carriage  system  except  in  isolated  cases, 
where  no  sewer  is  available  and  these  are  connected  to  a  septic  tank  or  use  the  Elson  Chemical  Closet. 

(2) — Public  Cleansing. 

Refuse  collection  as  before  by  motor  vehicle,  with  adjustable  covers.  The  collection  is  gener¬ 
ally  twice  a  week  and  in  the  more  densely  populated  part  three  times  a  week,  and  in  the  rural  area 
weekly,  fortnightly  or  monthly  as  required.

SECTION  F. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  there  were  11  cases  of  a  mild  type  of  Scarlet  Fever,  2  cases  of  Erysipelas  and 
13  cases  of  Pneumonia,  mostly  of  an  Influenzal  nature,  2  severe  cases  proving  fatal.  Five  of  the 
Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Plymouth.  Thirteen  premises  were 
disinfected. 

No  action  has  been  taken  as  regards  Diphtheria  Immunisation.
